By Opposition As Pacifist 

Theories Upheld In Vote 



Union Ballroom Scene of Second Session of Mock Parlia- 
ment — Result of War Questionnaire Upheld — 
Schafhausen Advocates Armaments to Preserve Peace 
— Pick States That Armaments Bring No Sense of 
Security —--Religion Based Upon Pacifism 

ÏTPHOLDING the point of view manifest in the. War Question- 
V. haire of last week, McGill students cast an overwhelming 
majority against the Government's motion "Resolved that paci- 
fism is an impossible creed for Canadians," last night at. the 



Mock Parliament. The Right 
Honourable Henry Schafhausen, 
Prime Minister, stated that in 
the ■• past sixteen years pacifism 
had reached its greatest heights. 

Pacifists have spent much time in 
forming the League of. Nations and 
' non-aggression treaties, but wc are 
as far .as ever from our ideal of 
peace. The greatest powers have 
greater armaments than in 1914. 
Schafhausen defined Pacifism as the: 
"Peace at any price." He said that 
pacifists, because of their scruples 
about taking life, are willing to sac- 
i\fice their country ana their homes. 
The government, he said, was doing 
all in its power to promote peace but 
it 'iris obvious that armaments were 
the only sure means of preserving 
peace. In conclusion Schafhausen 
said that the government upheld, 
Peace as far as it was able to do so, 
but that it was impossible to believe' 
in Pacifism, "that refuge of the 
weak." 

Pacifism Defined 

; The Right Honourable Alfred Pick, 
leader ; of His Majesty's Most Loyal 
Opposition, began by saying that Pae- 
' ifism is not Passivism. He further 
defined pacifism by declaring that it 
is not a negative creed but a positive 
one which concerns itself witn 
reality. "If you are going to be peace- 
ful,' herald,' "you must disarm." 
•.- JKck-: stated- that .armaments, do not' 
bring- .a-sepse- of security. ..As: an ex- 
ample' "o'i ,'this, -..'fact'., .He • mentioned : 
Prance, who' with' her vast military 
equipment, lives in constant, fear of 
vyaf, — whereas wc have an unde- 
fended border and .yet feel quite safe. 

The S:cond speaker brought out the 
' point hat in this century we are in 
very, close touch with the rest of the 
world ' and it is Impossible for one 
country- to remain unlnvolved in in- 
ternational affaire. 

Speeches Summarized 

Lcvites, the second speaker for the 
Opposition accused the govcrninen; 
of Jeopardizing the welfare of the na- 
tion, and of . being guilty of a delib- 
erate attempt to embroil Canada in 
war. ; , 

George Owen, of the ; Government, 
suggested that the pacifists were at- 
teniptins., to theorize about an ideal 
world which 'docs not exfst, 

Thi.' third speaker for the Opposi- 
tion admitted that theories were of 
no use, but reproved the Government 
for sheering at the League of Na- 
tions. 

Among the Members of Parliament 
who spoke were: George Owen, Leon 
Smart, George Montgomery, Charles 
Wayland, Gordon George, Bud Drury, 
speaking, for the government; and 
Ken Mclntyrc, Sol Lévites, Don 
Black, Bill Black, James Burt, and 
Melbourne Doig, supporting' the Op- 
oositioh.

"Protecting the Nation's 
Mothers ' ' Subject of 
Address 

Dame Janet Campbell, formerly of 
the Ministry of Health In Great Britain 
Is scheduled to speak Sunday after- 
noon at the People's Forum of Mont- 
real, at three o'clock. Her subject will 
be; "Protecting the Nation's Mothers." 
She Is particularly qualified to speak 
on this subject being specially eminent 
in the field of social science and public 
health. 

Dame Campbell holds a place of 
emlnance and. distinction in these 
fields by reason of 'her scientific train- 
ing, vast experience, , and sound judg- 
ment. She is regarded as an authority 
in these fields both at home and 
abroad. 

She was educated at the London 
School of Medicine for women, and 
formerly held the position of Chief of 
the division of Maternal Welfare of the 
British Ministry of Health. Besides 
this she has held other responsible po- 
sitions, being appointed Medical Of- 
ficer on the Board of Education in 1908 
and head of the Women's Committee 
on the Liquor Control Board of* Great 
Britain. During the war she held the 
appointment of member of the Medical 
Committee of Munition Workers. In

Adaptation hi Nature and Art' 
to be Dzscusscd

Annual Somerville Address 
is Open to General 
Public 

As a result of the' endowment -of 
James Somerville, the annual lecture 
bearing his name will be dellvéred in 
Moyse Hall this evening at 8.30. p.m. by 
Dr. A. Willey, Emeritus professor of 
McGill University anil Fellow of the 
Royal Society. The subject of thls v . lec- 
ture, which Is open toi the public with- 
out, fee and without .ticket, is "Adapta- 
tion in Nature and Art." 

Mr. James Somerville was very ac- 
tive in Montreal' when'' he was alive. 
In addition to being a free, mason and 
a curler ho was' instrumental in es- 
tablishing a literary society in the city. 
In his will he left approximately five 
thousand dollars to- the Natural His- 
.tory Society of Montreal and a con- 
siderable part of his, estate to the 
Montreal General Hospital. - Due to 
financial difficulties which the Natural 
History Society experienced, the assets, 
liabilities, museum and endowment* of 
this society ultimately passed into the 
hands of the University. It was largely 
due to 'the energy of Dr.. Willey that 
the Somerville lectures were not dis- 
continued some time ago. Therefore 
this gentleman has a really personal 
interest in these lectures and will pre 
sent an address of interest to every 
one. 

' Internationally Known 

Dr. Willey received his B.Sc. degree 
and later became a Doctor of Science 
at the University. : of; London. Some 
time afterwards ho - was awarded an 
M A. degree from Cambridge Univer 
sity. Later, when he ; flrst came over to 
America, Dr. Wiiley was a lecturer in 
Columbia University for several years 
after which he returned to London 
There he worked at Guy's Hospital and 
at the Ceylon Medical College until he 
;waa 'called to. the. staff ^of the McGill 
University "in u 1910." : HerT hè' became 
Professor of Zoology and Chairman of 
that Department. 

In 1932 Dr. Willey retired from active 
lecturing and a year later .he became 
Emeritus professor. Thus it Is seen 
that this scientist is well known both 
on this continent and overseas. He is 
a man who has- had a great experience 
in his field and the subject which he 




has chosen is one on .which he can talk 
with considerable authority. 

Non-Technical Lectures 
In past, years; the -.Somerville lectures 
have been of a non-technical nature 
and therefore of general Interest to the 
public. Last year Dr. G. H. Parker of 
Harvard and the previous year Dr. 
Goldsmidt of the Kaiser Wilhelm In- 
stitute, Berlini- delivered these lectures. 
Soth these men are internationally 
known scientists and their . lectures 
were of great interest to all. Everyone 
is Invited to attend the lecture thu:

Political Economy Club to 
Hear Honour Students 

The third regular meeting of the 
Political Economy Club will bo held 
oh Thursday evening, Dumber eth, 
at 8.30 In the Smoking Room of the 
Arts Building.. Two papers will be de- 
livered on unemployment' rellef. and its 
application ln y Canada, by Saul Lévites 
and Isadora Pollack, both "of whom arc 
taking honours In Economics and 
Political Science.

During the' past- few months, there 
has been a great deal of talk about 
the Installation of a system of unem- 
ployment insurance in Canada. At 
present, due to Judicial Interpretation 
of thè B.N.A. Act, social and industrial 
legislation Is , considered a provincial 
matter, and. therefore the passing of 
the national unemployment scheme> by 
the f ederal : government would jundoubt- 
edly. be considered unconstitutional. 

The first speaker, Saul Levltes, will 
give a theoretical analysis of various 
forms of unemployment relief, and will 
place what has been done in this re- 
spect in Canada up to the. beginning 
of the depression. Pollack, the second 
speaker, will give an account of what 
has been done In the matter of relief 
during the past five years, and will 
discuss what forms will be most desir- 
able for Canada in the future.

ANY really muaical men and women are scared 
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le Art Of Study 

fOT least among the useful knowledge 
and methods which it is possible to 
acquire during the course of a university'.: 
training is the technique of study. * De- 
fined as an art, and rightly so, study has 
Evolved from a haphazard to a specialized 
pcess, on the subject of which text-books 
have been written. The casual observer 
may smile thoughtlessly at the idea of 
study methods being taught to students 
'.entering universities, yet that is exactly 
! what is being done in certain * 
'institutions of learning. 

It is a recognized fact that some in- 
dividuals with a minimum of effort are 
«fable' to obtain far better results in their 
' work than others who may expend many 
" times as much time and energy. Such 
^phenomena are generally attributed to the 
superior ability of the one individual over 
'the other. This may or may not be sd. 
i^The difference more probably lies in the 
'methods of approach adopted in either 
lease. These methods often develop àB 
{original products .of the students involved. 
Some are worthy of adoption, the greater 
inuraber should oe discarded as misdirect- 
sources of ignorance. That is to say, 
majority of us are* being and will 
mtinue to be deceived into thinking that 
ire concentration and occasional note- 
ting throughout the reading of prescribed 
text's constitute study. No greater mistake 
was ever made. Ample evidence of this 
lc ^misconception is to be seen in the results 
v of exams for which one felt well prepared 
yet failed to obtain pass standard; or 
-•better still in the amazing rapidity with 
""^whhh a store of information dissipates 
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: immediately after the crucial period -of; 
; examinations. 

More effective methods of study are 
h usually found in the advanced years and 
most of all in the professional' faculties. 
iYears of experience have developed the 
technique but more especially has, the 
Iffweighty burden of the vast mass of learn- 
ing entailed in professional studies neces- 
sitated the formulation of a method capable 
of coping with the requirements. How 
•much better would, it be if the student 
lould escape the years of experiment by 
^receiving simple instruction in the correct 
• manner of attacking his subjects at the 
outset of his 'academic career. Better 
results would then be in order and much 
"(lisappointment averted.

calities. These people have come to Imagine that a 
knowledge of counterpoint, tonalities, .'forms, har- 
monies and a host of other important-aoundini 
things are prerequisites to the enjoyment of the art. 
So they turn to the popular sonic, and pretend to 
be satisfied. Actually, the one essential is the ability 
to enjoy a melody. , 

In most music, the simple melody, is the heart 
and soul; everything else enhances and préservât it, 
Everyone .can' carry a tune, more or less. Also, al- 
most everyone can whistle a good swinging melody 
The surprising thing about the great tunes, of his- 
tory it that they are the most wlustleaUf. Great 
melodies are not abstruse or hard to grasp, except 
In so far as the feeling expressed Is a personal one 
of the composer's, and requires some special effort 
on our part, before it can become a part of us. Most 
of Beethoven's best tunes are his most simple; His 
most pretentious movement is the finale of the 
Choral Symphony, yet it Is quite possible to whistle 
one's way (for one's own satisfaction) right through 
this huge composition. 

The music of the romantics, such as that of 
Schubert. Schumann or Ohopln, is built upon tunes 
. which are the poetic expressions of deeply personal 
'moods. ' The slightest emotional stimulus was suffi- 
cient to drive these men Into a frame of mind which 
could only be relieved by a lyrical outburst. One 
mood' would sometimes precipitate a whole flood of 
lyrics. This is thè. phenomenon which A. E. Hous- 
man recognised, when he called poetry a 'secretion.' 
And we know as little about it as we do about the 
biologic mystery. At any rate, under certain stim- 
uli, men like Goethe or Heine poured out lyric 
verse; , the musicians poured out tunes. Thus it 
"could happen that the young Schubert, having read 
a poem like the 'Erlkonig,' fell into a state of great 
excitement. Inevitably, the poem became a song. 

To digress for a moment. Here we have a clue 
to the real difference between a love song by Schu- 
bert, and "If I had a talking picture of you,", and 
its kind. The former represents a tremendous and 
genuine personal emotion, it is Franz Schubert 
who is speaking. . He sings of something real, which 
really happened to him; of something which fills 
His heart until it bursts. Besides, he' was very much 
a poet, and it took more than a brisk walk on the 
mountain to restore bis balance. We who listen -to 
his melodies sense the truth of' his passion. It in< 
teretts us, it probes our. deepest feelings, it touches 
off a mood 

The average popular composer of today follows 
other lines. Nine times out of ten. and very natur 
ally too, he bases his mood on the roost divine but 
also the most hackneyed of sentiments. More often 
than not he himself is quite cold. He is not the 
love-lorn Schubert. Indeed he is careful not to be 
anyone in particular. Having syntheslatd the mood 
In the first place, he generalizes, the expression of 
it.. For a while many are delighted, Just as they 
are pleased by the clever sayings of a professional 
wit. But the delight eventually wears off, more 
often than not to be replaced br a mild form of 
loathing. It Is the sham behind the tune which 
spells death to many songs. .The world does not 
seem to be interested for long in generalities. 

In justice to those song -writers whose tunes are 
really good, we must remember that' there is an- 
other factor which causes popular piece* to wear 
out. When an original tune is produced, it is at 
once harmonized after a pattern and hurled into 
circulation. No naked tune wiU last forever: The 
tod of music is repetition, but repetition aloi 
spells boredom. Musicians realize that much good 
material is being wasted. Hence the best , melodies 
appear again and again in new arrangements," in an 
effort to prolong their lives. Possibly these efforts 
at arrangement will represent in the long run an 
important < mtribution of jass to muaical art. 

The treatment of melodies Is almost as import- 
ant as the original inspiration. It demands of the 
composer imagination and skill, as well as an ar- 
tist's temperament. Herein Jiee the strength of men 
like Brahms, whose melodic genius was only 
eclipsed by his superb technique, and aesthetic 
sense. But this is another matter. . 

At first, therefore, let the newcomer to music 
busy himself with the melodies. Let him use rec- 
ords, scores, radio, concerts, friends— anything which 
will help htm to make the tunes his own. The more 
complex paraphenalia will come liter. First he 
must seek for the. simple things, at least until his 
whistling repertoire begins to grow. 

4i|T BOUNDED just as I expected." These words 
were spoken by Cesar Franck on his way home 
from a' first performance ... a concert at which the 
pride of his Me had been universally damned. In 
our day the naive faith of thé composer has been 
vindicated, and the lone Symphony in D minor is 
as beloved as it was at first despised. In the play- 
ing of this work' the Montreal Orchestra always 
shows itself off to best advantage, it is a work 
which the musicians never seem to tire of playing, 
and they give their best. 

Next. Sunday's programme of the Montreal Or- 
chestra will feature Franck** Symphony. The con- 
cert takes place at 9.00 p.m. to His Majesty's The- 
atre. The programme will also include an 'Overture 
in D of Bach's, Wagner's lyrical 'Siegfried Idyll,' 
and a new addition to the repertoire In. the form of 
an old English piece, "The Leaves be Green," by 
the Elizabethan genius, William Byrd.

McGill Dally. ' 
Dear Sir; — 

I note with concern that theie has 
been some opposition voiced in the 
correspondence column to the inclusion 
of the word "fascism" in the title of 

■ ✓ 

the newly formed "McGill League 
Against War and Fascism." This ob- 
jection seems to me to reveal a dan- 
gerously unrealistic attitude and I-, 
strongly to be condemned. 

The situation Is this. All govern- 
ments almost without exception arc 
feverishly preparing for war with an 
open and brutal cynicism. In order to 
insure a mass support when the time 
for launching that war arrives It Is 
necessary for, them to -establish more 
despotic forms of government. This 
tendency to aespotlsm, with the ob- 
ject of coercing the mass of the popu- 
lation for war service and rendering 
their political opposition helpless, is 
fascism. If we are to fight war real- 
istically we must fight fascism which 
is the .preparatory stage to war. Other- 
wise our efforts are both Utopian and 
useless. • . 

The essence of fascism is not a col- 
oured shirt. Fascism can exist even 
without the presence of a ruling fascist 
party as recent tendencies in England 
and the U. S. A. luive demonstrated. 
The recently passed Sedition Bill in 
England— which rendered the mere 
possession of anti-war literature pun- 
ishable by two years' imprisonment- 
is clearly a fascist measure. We must 
organize to fight all such measures on 
the part of our own government If we 
are. to fight war realistically and ef- 
fectively. 

Out and out fascist governments are 
of course more openly war-mongering 
than governments which are only 
semi-fascist, but the drive to war is 
increasing in every country and the 
drive to fascism, the first step to war, 
must increase correspondingly. Mus- 
solini's famous utterance— "War alone 
brings to Its highest tension -all hu- 
man energy and puis the stamp of 
nobility upon the peoples who - have 
the courage to meet, it"— is typical of 
fascist sentiment everywhere. In fully 
fascist countries it Is said openly. In 
semi-fascist countries such as England 
and the UJ3.A. it is not yet said with 
suoh moronic candour, but the govern- 
ments of both countries continue to 
pour millions and stir, more millions 
into the building of huge organized 
forces for human destruction. 

Fascism in its ultimate form is un- 
restrained terror released upon its 
people by the state in order to batter 
down their resistance and force them 
to. war. But there are many stages be- 
fore that condition is reached, and it 
is the sheerest madness to wait until 
we are helpless In the grip of a full 
fascist terror before attempting to of- 
fer resistance. We must fight fascism 
step by step, for In fighting fascism 
we are fighting war. To do otherwise 
is to take an idealistic and not a real- 
istic view. The danger Is acute,, not 
remote or visionary, and we must meet 
it now.
